By-Laws of the Town of Orange 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange 
shall have the charge and management of all suits and actions at 
law for and against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle 
the same as they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of 
the town. 


Sec. 2 The word “street” or “streets” in these by-laws shall 
be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public 
squares, public places and all public ways, and shall include the 
sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid 
out and accepted by the town or any other authority. 

The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be 
recorded in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the 
names of the respective streets thereon to be secured and main- 
tained at proper places on said streets. 


Sec. 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, in or along any street or other public place, upon any hand 
sled, board or other thing except in such places and under such 
restrictions as the Selectmen shall designate. 


Sec. 6. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or 
firearms in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided 
that this section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any 
military exercise or review under the authority of a commissioned 
officer of the militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, family 
or property of any citizen, nor to any person firing a salute of 
cannon by leave of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 9. No person shall ride or drive any horse or other 
animal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles 
per hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or unreasonably 
incommode passengers therein. 


Sec. 10. No person shali tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any 
street or on any public land, or to any structure put up for the 
protection of such tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the 
transmission of electricity. 


Sec. 11. No person shall suffer any horse or other beast at- 
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tached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in 
any street or public square. 


Sec. 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horse, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the same 
to go at large in any highway or public place within said town. 


Sec. 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as 
provided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, timber, 
coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or any dirt 
or ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any rubbish, 
offal or obstruction of any kind; or move any building into or 
along the same without a written license from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near each other on any sidewalk or on land uSed for a sidewalk or 


street in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel 
after having been requested by any constable or police officer to 
move on. 


Sec. 15 No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land used 
for a sidewalk or street after having been requested by any con- 
stable or police officer to move on. 


Sec. 16. No person shall ‘behave himself in a disorderly man- 
ner or use any indecent or profane language on any street, high- 
way, or other public place in said Town, or be and remain upon 
any doorstep, portico or other projection from any house or other 
building, after having been requested by any person in charge 
of such premises or by any constable or police officer to leave. 


Sec. 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of any 
room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or entrance 
to any public building in said Town. 


Sec. 18. No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the 
vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise 
and one hour after sunset. 


Sec. 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
yard or passage way to any engine house or other building under 
the care of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out 
or putting in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging 
to the fire department. 


Sec. 22. No person shall place or keep any table, stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in any 
of the public squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale of fruit 
or other things without permission from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any street 
or public place in said Town, to give notice of any business or 
calling or sale of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by pub- 
lic proclamation in any street or public place, any article, unless 
duly licensed by the Selectmen. 


Sec. 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the 
streets or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place 
any substance in said pumps, wells, drinking fountains or water- 
ing troughs, and the drinking cups provided for said fountains 
shall be deemed a part of said fountain within the meaning of 
this by-law. 


Sec. 26. No person shall, without written permission of the 
Board of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice 
upon any shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole uSed for the 
transmission of electricity in the Town. 


Sec. 27. No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed or 
written advertisements or circulars in or on any street within 
one half mile of the Town House. 


Sec. 28. No person shall discharge any waste water or water 
from a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer or 
cesspool, or in accordance with a written permit from the Board of 
Health. 


Sec. 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and ice 
to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining 
School houses and other town property within one mile of the 
Town House, and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and 
railroad on South Main street, and if necessary to cause sand of 
some suitable material to be scattered upon the same to render 
them reasonably safe for travel.

Sec. 32. Any person guilty of a violation of any of these by- 
laws from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND 
JUNK COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915 


Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles which he may lawfully sell without a license until he has 
recorded his name and residence with the town clerk and has been 
assigned by said clerk a number. 


Sec. 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
article which he may lawfully sell without a license in any man- 
ner that will tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, 
not otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat and 
clean and do not leak, and which have printed on them, in letters 
and figures at least two inches in height, the name of the person 
selling and the number given by the town clerk. 


Sec. 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles, subject to the provisions 
of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses 
at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to 
collect by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles, from place to place in the town, subject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


Sec. 36. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles shal] keep a 
book in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of 
any such article, a description thereof, the name, age and resi- 
dence of the person from whom, and the day and hour when such 
purchase was made. Such book shal] at all times be open to the 
inspection of the selectmen and of any person by them authorized 
to make such inspection. 
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Sec. 37. No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, 
shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or 
apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, 
and no article purchased or received by such shop keeper shall be 
sold until] at least one week from the date of its purchase or re- 
ceipt has elapsed. 


Sec. 38. Every keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable 
and conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and 
occupation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every 
such shop shall not be open except during the time between sun- 
rise and nine o’clock of the evening of each week day. 


Sec. 39. Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand 
articles, and all articles of merchandise therein may be examined 
at all times by the selectmen, or by any person by them author- 
ized to make such examination. 


Sec. 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their 
persons, and upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, 
transporting or dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. 
Said badges so to be displayed upon the person shall be circular 
in form, of a diameter not less than two and one-half jnches, and 
shall bear upon the face thereof, in plain letters, the words, “Junk 
Collector,” together with the number of the license of such junk 
collector. The badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle shall be 
rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight by six 
inches, and shall bear upon its face the words, “Junk Collector,” 
and the number of the license of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 
inclusive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 
At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town 
Monday, the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under article 14 in 
warrant for said meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


“No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain 
in or upon any street or public place in the town at night after the 
hours of nine o’clock (sun time) between the first day of April and 
the thirtieth day of September, both inclusive, of each year, or at 
night after the hours of eight o’clock between the first day of 
October and the thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of each 
year, unless he is actually employed in some work that makes it 
necessary, or is accompanied by a person properly having care 
and custody of him, or 'a person to whom he has been particularly 
intrusted by some one who properly has general care and custody 
of him or is engaging in the performance of some mission or duty 
directed by a person having his genera] care and custody. Any 
person violating this by-law shall be subject to a fine of not more 
than ten dollars.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen organized after the election with Harry K. 
Holden as Chairman, Robert W. Deyo, Clerk and Roger W. Mallet as 
third member. 


The year 1964 brought about many progressive moves which, in our 
opinion, are just the beginning of forward trends. 


At the time of this writing, one sad note has become ¢ reality, that 
being the announced closing of the Orange Garment Manufacturing 
Company. We are optimistic that this industry will reopen after ne- 
gotiations. 


Let's review 1964 - 


Orange can now boast of a highly capable group of men and women 
who have formed a "forward-looking" Planning Board. Their progress 
in reorganization of a Planning Board and their contributions to our 
most pressing problems certainly must be commended. 


The creation andappointment of a "Business and Industrial Commission," 
with definite preliminary work started is certainly encouraging. 


The painting of the Police Department rooms and installation of two 
new doors on the South side fire escape reflect a continued improve - 
ment to the Town Hall building. 


We are pleased to report that further damage to South and Central 
School buildings should end with the cleaning out and boarding up of 
these two buildings, which, if needed in the future, could be put into 
service with moderate improvements. 


This Board's "war on eyesores" has brought about limited results due 
to legalities, but resultshave been accomplishedand the board is making 
recommendations for the removal! of other "eyesores". 


We have discussed the possibilities of a joint sewer treatment facility 
with the Town of Athol. For the present, this does not seem possible, 
but cooperation between the two towns is clearly evident and other aven- 
ves remain amicably open. : 


Speaking of harmony, this is also quite evident within our own town 
government. 


We have instituted changes, for economy, withinour jurisdiction which 


we feel quite certainwill reflect itself in our budget request for the year 
1966. 


We are quite pleased with results of the improvements to the Lake 
Mattawa Beach area which now provides more beach recreation. Further 
study is being conducted for improvement in recreation areas. 


Continuing inthe area of recreation, Orange was host this year to the 
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Massachusetts Little League tournament. The progress of Little League 
in our community has been outstanding and the compliments expressed 
by visitors are most gratifying. Wecommendall concerned who, through 
their time and effort, provide our young men with facilities second to 
none. 


The Airport Commission and Board of Health, through appointments, 
are not at full strength. 


We wish to commend the Garden Division of the Women's Club for their 
contributions to improving Memorial Park and Maintaining the floral 
array on the South Main Street bridge. 


Further commendations go to the Kiwanis Club for their endeavors to 
bring visitors to the community and assist in community projects. 


We wish to express to all concerned our appreciation for their cooper- 
ation during the year 1964. 


We are anxiously looking to 1965.

Report. 


Voted: That the Report of the Regional School Expansion Survey 
Committee be accepted and that the committee continue for the fol- 
lowing year. 


The report was read as follows: 


To the Citizens of Orange: 

This committee is indebted to the School Building Assistance Com- 
mission of the Commonwealth, and particularly to Mr. John E. Hodgen 
of that commission, for considerable data on existing regional schools 
in Massachusetts. 


It is notable that the Town of Orange has annually paid 70% or 
more, of the costs of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District, 
while Orange representation on the regional committee has been less 


than 45%. 


The results of our investigation and survey prove that Orange is the 
only community in the state bearing such high costs of a regional 
school district with such disproportionate representation. 


Such "Taxation without Representation" has a detrimental affect 
on the community philosophy of education. 


We, as a committee, are not opposed to expansion of the Ralph C. 
Mahar Regional School District provided that any expansion affecting 
the Town of Orange should be approved only if the agreement is 
amended so that any town within the region which is to pay over 50% 
of costs must then necessarily be given at least 50% of the vote. This 
would enable such a town to properly affect a veto vote. 
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As to educational and financial effects on the Town of Orange, 
since no formal application for entry into the region has been made by 
any town we have had no specifics to investigate. If and when a town 

seeks membership to the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District, this 
_ committee will thoroughly study all aspects of such proposed expansion.

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ATTENTION OF PARENTS AND MINORS

The Legislature, in 1954, enacted into law provisions for the sale of 
hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years. 


The law briefly is as follows: 


1. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has not held 
a hunting license in this Commonwealth during a prior year, may obtain 
a hunting license by presenting to a city or town clerk, a certificate of 
competency, orproviding an affidavit signed by the applicant's parent 
or guardian, stating that at all times while hunting or target shooting 
he or she will be accompanied by an adult over the age of 21 years. 


2. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has held a 
hunting license in this Commonwealth for a prior year, may obtain a 
hunting license by presenting to the city or town clerk, the license for 
a prior year, or satisfactory evidence that he has held a license ina 
prior year. 


A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have success= 
fully completed the course of instruction in the Minor's Safe Handling 
of Firearms Program conductedby the Department of Natural Resources, 
Division of Law Enforcement. 


Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take the course 
of instructionare advised to write to the Division of Law, 15 Ashburton 
Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts, Safe Handling of Firearms Program. 


Minors of 14 years who will become 15 years of age during the hunt~ 
ing season, may apply for and receive this instruction.

When effective vaccines exist, there is no need for 
anyone to go unprotected and risk the danger ofhaving one or more of 
the following diseases: Diptheria, Whooping Cough, Tetanus or 
Poliomyelitis. Small pox immunization is requiredunder Massachusetts 
Law before a child enters school. We have no clinics for this and it 
is done by the family physician. 


Trailers and trailer parks come under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Health and the State Health Department. The owners must comply 
with State rules and regulations under the Sanitary Code. We have 
had many discussions regarding the set-up and we must abide by the 
State Department's requirements. Zoning ordinances would be help- 
ful in this respect. 


Plumbing inspections are made by our inspector to promote and en- 
force regulations according to its Code as formulated by the State Board 
Examiners of Plumbing. 


A condition which should be corrected exists off Bacon Street where 
the run-off from an old cesspool empties. into the so-called Bacon Street 
Swamp. This cesspool is out-dated and presents a health menace. It is 
realized that it would be a big project, but this Board feels it should 
be considered in 1965. 


The maintenance of the Town Dump is the responsibility of the 
Board of Health and the Board is investigating the possibility of a pri- 
vate contractor to maintain the Dump. A fixed expense of this sort 
could prevent rising cost to us from machinery breakdowns and so forth. 


The Airport Restaurant was inspected by the Sanitary Agent with a 
member of the Board of Health and recommendations made for repairs 
to bring it up to standard requirements relative to the Sanitary Code. 
The repairs and changes were made as requested. 


Reporting of communicable diseases by physicians has been neglec- 


ted. We are requesting that they report all such cases to the Town 
Clerk, either by telephone or card. Cards may be obtained from the 
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Clerk. It is our policy to cooperate with the State on communicable 
diseases recommending strict quarantine of cases at home. 


Dr. Robert Knight resigned as a member of the Board of Health be- 
cause of his work out of town which left us without a physician on the 
Board. Florence B. Ryan, R. N., resigned Sept. |, 1964 and Dr. 
Wayne E. Miller was appointed to the Board on November 1, 1964. 


We are associated with the Franklin County Associated Boards of 
Health and attend meetings during the year to acquaint ourselves with 
the various duties pertaining to health and requirements of new laws. 


We wish to express our thanks and appreciation to the Physicians, 
nurses and lay groups who served at the Clinics during the year.

REPORT OF SANITARY AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Health: 


The work this year hashad many variations. One project was get- 
ting workmen to cover material from a train wreck on East Main Street. 
There were food items which spoiledandwere giving off bad odor. A- 
nother incident was a call to a West Main Street home where toilets 
and sewer line were pluggedup and overflowing onto floors. The per- 
son in charge of the property was contacted and he took care of the 
problem. Apiece of landadjacent to abrook near Chestnut Hill Road 
had been used for dumping material from a septic tank, possibly by the 
land owner's innocence. However, the owner of the property treated 
the landwith chloride of lime and.covered it with dirt in a satisfactory 
manner, thereby stopping any contaminated material from entering the 
stream. 

Due toa complaint a contact was made with Mr. Clifford Welcome 
about the dump onhis property across from Lake Mattawa. "Dump No 
Rubbish" signs were erected and signs were given to Mr. Welcome for 
posting. It was intended that this area be used only for brush or land 
fill, but people started to dump garbage and cans. | believe this 
problem is solved to the best interests of all concerned. 

Receiveda complaint against the Robert Littlewoods on West Main 
Street. It was found that he was only spreading material to plant a 
garden and the place was neat and clean. 

Conditions at Packard Heights were found to be much improved 
under the management of Mr. Robert Arnold. 

The Airport Restaurant was remodled and changed for the better. 
Anew drainage field for the septic tank was made and a plumbing job 
was done. 

Eating places were inspectedaccording to the need todo the same. 
Inspectors from the Pure Food and Drug Department stopped in Orange 
from time to time. They feel we are doing a good job. Of course, 
there is need for continuous housekeeping and it is necessary to make 
improvements from time to time.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The year 1964 marked the 50th Anniversary of the dedication of the 
Wheeler Memorial Library. The building was given to the town of 
Orange by Mrs. Almira Wheeler Thompson in memory of her husband, 
John W. Wheeler, a life-long resident of the town and for many years 
president and treasurer of the New Home Sewing Machine Company. 
In observance of the anniversary, the Board of Trustees and the Library 
Staff sponsored an essay contest among Orange Elementary School stu- 
dentsand held an Open House at the library for the public. Over 100 
people visited the library on this occasion. 


Weare very fortunate to have excellent library buildings in the town. 
Ithas been and will continue to be the goal of the Board of Trustees to 
keep these buildings in good repair. New steps and landing were put 
in front of the Wheeler Memorial building, and the hallway to the 
Grove Street entrance was painted. To brighten the room, clear glass 
windows have been installed in the Children's Room, replacing the 
frosted glass windows. Attractive drapes have been ordered for these 
windows. 


The outside of the Moore-Leland Library in North Orange was paint- 
ed this year. Landscaping was started in the Fall and will be complet- 
edthisspring. The landscaping is in keeping with the architect's ori- 
ginal plan, 


It is encouraging that the libraries continue to serve the needs of both 
students and the general public. During the school year, elementary 
and high school students and those taking adult education courses use 
the Reading Rooms for referenceand study. Many college students home 
for week~ends and during vacations also use the library facilities. 


Through membershipin the Western Regional Library System, the libra- 
rieshave been able to help students and adult readers to acquire books 
on specialized subjects. The Western Regional System encompasses 
both large city and college libraries, and the broadresources of all 
member libraries are at the disposal of local readers. In 1964, over 
100 volumes were borrowed through the Regional System.

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REPORT OF AIRPORT COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The year of 1964 has been very active at the Municipal Airport. We 
were extremely pleased tohave the Kiwanis Club and The New England 
Timing Association with us again on Sunday. It was due to the success 
of this veryactive Service Club in securing legislation to conduct their 
sports event on Sunday rather than Saturday, as was the case in 1963, 
that the Airport Commission was able to have new aluminum doors in- 
stalled on the administration building. The Kiwanis Club, due toa 
financially successful year, donated over half the monies required to 
install the new doors. 


We now have two sports car clubs-the Harvard Club and the Porsche 
Sports Car Club of America - conducting Sunday sports rallies several 
times a year at the airport. 


The 9118th Air Force Recovery Squadron was de-activated in July, 
1964, andwhat seemedaloss to the airport has been turned into a gain. 
Of course, we were sorry to lose a good friend in the 9118th but we 
were able to profit by their departure. Your Commission bid $100.00 
for the purchase of all the buildings the Recovery Squadron occupied at 
theairport. Ourbidwas successful and since taking ownership of these 
buildings in October, we have negotiated with local businesses and 
have more than recovered the investment. 


We welcome as new tenants, in one of the buildings acquired from the 
Recovery Squadron, the Athol-CrangeCivil Air Patrol Squadron. These 
people performa mission of search and rescue for the Air Force, or any 
agency or peoples who may require theirservices. Throughout the 
United States the Civil Air Patrol has been responsible for finding and 
rescuing many a crew of crashed aircraft, or lost person, and we are 
happy to have them with us. : 


Much was accomplished in the early part of 1964 toward finalizing a 
new contract with Parachutes, Inc. Due to the unavailability of the 
top management of Parachutes, Inc., and also the illness of one of their 
officers, not too much has been done since July of this past year. We 
can tell you that so far all obstacles to a new agreement have been 
overcome, and the only remaining point of disagreement (which is the 
largest) is financial. Wearecertain that this will be successfully con- 
cluded during 1965, and we hope before the March town meeting. 


In August of 1964, the Federal Aviation Agency accepted and pub- 
lished for general use an instrument approach procedure that had been 
used privately by the Rodney Hunt Machine Co. since 1961. This 
opened the airport to the use of all aviation activity desiring to land 
at Orange during a period of generally unflyable weather, or what is 
referred to in the aviation circles as "{nstrument Conditions." 
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The 7 cet were cleared of trees and brush at the east end of one 
runway by the personnel of the town's Highway Department. The west 
endand sides of the same runway have been cleared of trees and brush 
_ by the Athol-Orange Aero Club, and especially by one member of that 
_ club whomwe believe did 95% of the work. Our sincere thanks to Mr. 
George Atherton, former Orange resident now residing in Dover, Dela- 
ware, for his help. 


Late in 1964. new flagpole was purchased with the help of the Orange 
American Legion Post No. 172. However, snow, frost, and cold 
weather caught up with this project and we have a guy-wired flagpole 
standing inthe sod circle in front of the Administration Building. This 
project will be complete in the Spring (1965). 


A great deal of planning has been done and ground work laid for ad-. 
ditional improvements at the airport in the coming year. We are work- 
ing with State and Federal Aeronautic authorities toward installation 
of radio navigation aids furnished by the State under new legislature. 


We are extremely pleased to see an interest expressed in industrial 
development of the airport, and we shall cooperate in every was possible 
to encourage progress in this direction. We hope that we are revital- 
izing community thinking in regards to the airport. As a Commission, 
we will continue to stay on top of all activities and legislation as it 
pertains to the growth and development of the airport, and work for all 
we can do to improve the facility.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
| herewith submit the annual report of this department for the year 1964. 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of our roads, 
streets, sidewalksand bridges not included in Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. 


Projects include the following: 
The repairing of sidewalk on North Main Street. 
The repairing of iron rail fence bordering some of the sidewalks. 


The reconstruction of many driveway entrances with bituminous con- 
crete. 


The tarring of Frenches parking lot in the center of town. 
We replaced a drain pipe under the Cooperative bank. 


Cleaned out water holes used by the fire department on Chestnut Hill 
Road and North Orange Road. 


Applied gravel and straigtened Jones Road to the dump. Hope to tar 
this road next year. 


Streets were swept in the spring. 
Catch basins were cleaned. 
Trees and limbs felled during storms were cleared from the roads. 


170 tonsof rock salt and 1880 yds. of sand were used to clear ice and 
snow from the roads. 


Sand was delivered to houses for private use. 


Sand boxes were filledand placed in convenient locations in town and 
the outlying districts for the publics’ use. 


Snow fence was erected where drifting is most frequent. 


Town property sidewalks were clearedafter each storm and sand applied 
in some cases. 


At the airport the East West runway was plowed after snow storms, sand 
was appliedwhen necessary. Taxiways, ramp, parking lots, Aero Club 
and Air Rescue Reserves were also plowed out. 


The salt bin at the town barn was made larger and a new roof was built. 


We plowedand sanded Dexter Park School, Cheney Schools playground 
and Mahar Regionals Parking lot. 
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SEWER DEPARTMENT 
Numerous lines from streets to houses were unplugged and repaired. 
Lines were thawed out when frozen. 
We laid four lines to new buildings. 


The septic tank on East Howe Street was pumped out and cleaned. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS 


The regular maintenance was kept up at Shoe shop barn and Highway 
building. A new Eaves trough was built at the town barn and parts of 
the Town Barn were painted. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 
Roads tarred and sealed under this account were as follows: 


North Main Street .25 miles of road was sealed, 1603gallons of M.C 
5 asphalt and 2762 gallons of T-6 tar were used. 


Wendell Road .50 miles 1442 gallonsof M.C. 5 asphalt, was applied 

East River Street .75 miles 3050 gallons of M.C. 5 applied. 

2000 ft. of road was excavated and resurfaced on East River Street. 

Drainage was put in and catch basins built. 

3200 ft. of road excavated, fill and gravel applied and culvert pipes 
layed on North Orange Road. This will be finished next year. 

CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 
The work finished under this account was as follows: 


Holtshire Road, a distance of 1.5 miles 7578 gallons of M.C. 3 asphalt 
and 2087 gallons of M.C. 5 asphalt were used. 


North Orange Road, 2500 gallons of M.C. 5 asphalt were used to 
cover .5 miles. 


North Main Street, 3500 gallons of M.C. 5 asphalt was applied to 
cover ./5 miles of road. 


A total of 15,677 gallons of asphalt were used on these three roads. 


The high shoylders on Holtshire Road were cut back by the grader. 


CHAPTER 81 


The Maintenanceand surfacing of all roads (accepted) and streets ex- 
cept Chapter 90 Maintenance work is carried out under this account. 
At the present time the State furnished 67% of the total amount spent. 
This work constitutes the maintenance and surfacing of both black top 
and gravel roads and streets with a total of 79.68 miles of accepted 
roads and streets, of which 57.30 miles are tarred and 22.38 miles are 
gravel. 
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The usual scraping of roads and streets in town and outlying districts. 


This year the tarring was done by the Dean Company and the Allstate 
Asphalt Co. 13,017 gallons of asphalt M. C. 5, 19,590 gallons of 
M.C. 3, 2,137 gallons of M.C. 4 and 1,401 gallons of tar T 6 were 
used to cover the following streets and roads. 


North Main 2200 ft., East River 2000 ft., West River 3200 ft., Wal- 
nut Hill 3200 ft., Pumping Station 1400 ft. ,Winter St.-1100 ft. , Hick- 
ory Rd. 1100 ft., Beacon St. 900 ft., Whitney St. 890 ft., Russ St. 
300 ft., Battle St. 790 ft., Prentiss St. 1450 ft., Dewey Conrade Ave. 
1600 ft., Church St. 790 ft., King St. 1300 ft., East Myrtle 800 ft., 
Charles St. 900 ft., Burrill Ave. 600 ft., Gay St. 1100 ft., Royalston 
Rd. 1100 ft. Two gravel roads were tarred, Cloukey Ave. and Maple 
Street. 


The drainage consisted of cleaning all catch basins and drop inlets. 
Cutting of trees and brush in town and the outlying districts. 

The bituminus patching of black top roads and streets. 

The gravel patching of dirt roads in the Spring. 

The graveling this year was as follows: 


Pine Hill Rd. 22 yds. of gravel, Oxbow 92 yds. of gravel, Poor Farm 
17 yds. of gravel, Wheeler Pond Rd. Syds. of gravel, Ward Rd. 4lyds. 
of gravel, Tully Rd. 35 yds. of gravel, Holtshire Rd. 5 yds. of gravel, 
Walnut Hill Rd. 15 yds. of gravel, West Orange Rd. 25 yds. of gravel, 
Upper Chestnut Hill 20 yds. of gravel, Sherman Ave. 10 yds. of gra- 
veland Mechanic St. 600 yds. of gravel. On Red Brook Lane 370 yds. 
of gravel was applied. 


Drainage was put in on Mechanic Street and Sherman Avenue. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


Grass at Butterfield Park, Goddard Park, and Memorial Park was 
mowed, hedges trimmed and bushes were cut, leaves were raked and 
disposed of. 


Some of the bleachers at the ball park were repaired and painted. 
Broken windows were replaced and screens put on the Stone House at 
the ball park. 


A new band stand was built. 


The bathing beach at Lake Mattawa was made larger, trees were re- 
moved and the beach was filled with sand. A chair was placed at the 
beach and a boat was bought for the life guard. 


The Fence around the skating rink was repaired this fall.

We transferred 3 cases to other- towns 
and received 2 transfers from other towns. There were 7 cases closed 
and 11 were cases transferred to the category of Medical Assistance for 
the aged. 


_The total expenditures for OldAge Assistance were $109, 966.29. State 
and Federal reimbursement and refunds amounted to $95,800.68, leav- 
ing a net cost to the town of $14,165.61. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged: The year started with 56 cases and 
endedwith 76 cases, foranaveragecaseloadper month of 64 cases. We 
processed 26 new applications, 4 of which were withdrawn. We re- 
ceived 11 transfer cases from Old Age Assistance and transferred 2 cases 
to other towns. During the year 20 cases were closed. 


The total expenditures for Medical Assistance for the Aged amounted 
to $80,814.71. State and Federal reimbursement and refunds amount - 
ed to $65,304.11 with a new cost to the town of $15,510.60. 


Aid to Families with Dependent Children: This category started the 
year with 39 cases and ended with 34, for an average caseload of 37 
per month. During the year we received 26 new applications, 3 of 
which were withdrawn. We received 5 tranfer cases from other towns 
- and transfered 8 cases to other communities. We closed 22 cases dur- 
_ ing the year. 


The total expenditures for Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
amounted to $68,593.18. State and Federal reimbursement and re- 
funds amoun. ed to $57, 244.81 with a net cost to the town of $11,348.37. 


Disability Assistance: Averaged 18 cases per month. We started the 
year with 19 cases and ended the year with 18 cases. During the year 
we received 3 new applications and closed 2 cases. We transferred 2 
_ cases to other towns, transferred 2 cases to the category of Old Age As- 
sistance and received 1 transfer case from another town. 


The total expenditures in this category were $24,724.40. State and 
- Federal reimbursement and refunds amounted to $18,555.60 with a net 
cost to the town of $6,168.80. 
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General Relief expenditures through December, 1964 amounted to 
$6,905.45. State reimbursement in this category amounted to $1, 
381.09. During the year we received 22 applications for assistance. 


The Board of Public Welfare and the staff of the Eastern Franklin Wel- 
fare District wish to thank all town departments and their employees 
for their cooperation during 1964.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Orange, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


|herewith submit the annual report of this Department for the Town of 
Orange, for the year 1964. 


We began the year with twenty-three active cases, processed thirty- 
four new applications, including four unsettled cases and six with other 
settlements. During the year aided seven new cases, closed nine cases, 
lost one case due to death and closed the year with twenty cases re- 
ceiving benefits. 


Approximately 50% of the personal and telephone contacts have been 
for informationand assistance concerning federal benefits for veterans, 
their dependents or survivors. By working in close coodination with 
existing federal agencies, hospitals and soldiers' homes, extablished 
for aid to veterans, sixteen veterans received prompt hospitalization 
and twenty-four applicants were accepted for pension benefits. Death 
benefits were obtained for seven veterans of WW 1 and three veterans 
of WW 11 during the year. 


New legislation, effective January 1, 1965, will provide several 
changes inthe present pension with regard to veterans and their depen- 
dents receiving non service pensions. We advise all pensioners or vet- 
erans who may be eligible for benefits or for higher benefits to con- 
tact the local veterans service office for further information. Under 
terms of new legislation, on or after May 1, 1965 and before May 3, 
1966, many veterans of WW 11 and the Korean War will be able to 
apply for GI insurance, with the re-opening of the National Service 
Life Insurance, for permanent coverage. Full explanatory material and 
application blanks will be available by April 1965. | 


Once again we request that all veterans record a copy of their dis- 
charge in the office.

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SUMMARY OF STATE AUDIT

Sir: 


As directed by you, | have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the Town of Orange for the period from August 19,1962, the date 
of the previous examination, to January 31, 1964, and submit the fol- 
lowing report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recordedon the books of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined, checked, and compared with the re- 
-cords in the offices of the town accountant and the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
treasurer's books, while the recorded payments were checked with the 
treasury warrants andwith the treasurer's record of disbursements. The 
appropriations and loan authorizations were checked with the town meet= 
ing records, the transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the 
authorizations of the finance committee, and other accounts were 
checked with information in the departments in which the transactions 
originated. The ledgers were analyzed and proved, the necessary ad- 
justments resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet show- 
ing the financial conditionof the town on December 31, 1963 was pre = 
pared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked indetail. The cash book was footed and the recorded receipts 
were compared with the townaccou:.tant's books, with the departmental 
records of payments to the treasurer, and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were compared 
with the warrants approved by the selectmen and with the town account- 
ant's books. 


The treasurer's cash balance on January 31, 1964 was proved by re- 
conciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were ex- 
amined andcheckedin detail. The amounts transferred to the tax title 
account were compared with the Collector's records, and the amounts 
received on accounts of redemptions and sales were compared with the 
treasurer'srecordedreceipts. The tax titlesand tax possessions on hand 
January 31,1964 were listedandreconciledwith the town accountant's 
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ledger controls, andwere further checked with the records at the Reg - 
istry of Deeds. 


It isagain recommended that action be taken in instituting foreclosure 
proceedings on all tax titles held over two years as required by the 
provisions of Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the investment of 
the trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were ex- 
amined and listed. The income and bequests were proved, and the 
withdrawals were verified by comparison with the treasurer's record of 
receipts. 


The records of funded debt, as well as temporary loans were examined 
andchecked. The loans issued were compared with the treasurer's re- 
corded receipts, while the payments on account of maturing debt, tem= - 
porary loans, and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and were checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal ana State 
taxes, the county retirement system, and group insurance were exam- 
ined and checked. The deductions were proved, the payments to the 
proper agencies were verified, and the balances in the general treasury 
on January 31, 1964 were proved with the town accountant's ledger 
accounts. 


The books andaccounts of the treasurer of the Eastern Franklin Veter- 
ans' Service District were audited in conjunction with the examination 
of the town treasurer's accounts. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the member town assessments, while the payments were checked 
with the vouchers and payrolls on file. The cash balance on January 
31, 1964 was provedby reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The district records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State texesand the county retirement system were examined and checked. | 
The payments to the proper agencies were verified, and the balances 
in the district treasury were proved. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examinedand checked 
in detail. The tax, excise, assessment, departmental and water ac- 
counts outstanding at the time of the previous audit, as well as all sub- 
sequent commitments, were audited and proved with the warrants com- 
mitting them for collection. The collections as recorded on the cash 
books were c..ecked, the payments to the town treasurer were verified, 
the transfers to the tax title account were proved, the recorded abate- 
ments were comparedwith the assessors’ and other departmental records 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved with the town accountant's ledger controls. 


Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, depart- 
mental, and water accounts were made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appearedon the books as owing money to the town, 
andthe replies received thereto indicated that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 
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Thé financial records of the town clerk were audited. The receipts 
for dog and sporting licenses and from recording and miscellaneous fees 
were checked. The payments to the town treasurer and to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash balance on Janu- 
ary 31, 1964 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from 
the bank of deposit. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk's record of town 
meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the agyregate 
appropriations raised by the assessors in the computation of the tax rate 
for 1963. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and measures, as well 
as of the fire, highway, school, and library departments, and of all 
other departments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined and checked. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash onhand in the several departments, 
including the petty cash advance, was proved by actual count. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliationsof the several cash accounts, summaries of the 
tax, excise, assessment, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and 
water accounts, aswell as schedules showing the transactions and con- 
dition of the trust and investment funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the town officials during the progress 
of the audit, | wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to ex- 
press appreciation.

To the Orange Schoo] Committee: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Superintendent of 
the Orange Elementary Schools. 


PREFACE 
The problem of the day at all levels of education is deciding 


what to teach and how it is to be taught, in other terms, emphasis 
is currently being exerted upon the curriculum of the modern 


school. 


This truly represents a swing backward to the period prior to 
1925 when the academic scholars held a commanding position 
in the determination of the curriculum. Their influence diminish- 
ed during the next thirty years while the development of what 
was ‘to be taught and how to iteach it lay in the hands of those who 
were applying the psychological discoveries of the nature and 
learning processes of the pupil and attempting to reach society’s 
goals for the schools of this period. 


Because of the rapid expansion of knowledge the scholars are 
once again in a leading position to determine the nature of the 
curriculum. There is a demand that pupils be carried farther into 
a subject than ever before. This is bringing about instruction in 
a wider range of content so that pupils may have a broader base 
from which they may work to handle the more complicated issues 
facing the world. 


‘Subjects or fields of knowledge are now classified as disci- 
plines. Within a discipline we find parts of knowledge organized 
around concepts selected in a suitable manner for learning, mental] 
training and preparation for more advanced study and research. 
The concepts represent the structure of the discipline. As know- 
ledge expands changes take place in the structure as many are 
aware has been the case in mathematics and science and is now 
under way in all other areas. Our position in world affairs will 
be maintained only if our citizens attain a higher level of know- 
ledge. This is the work of our schools. 
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EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


It has been a pleasure to look back at 1964 and be abie io 
describe the year as unusually progressive from the standpoint of 
better eclucation for our children, wider participation of the teach. 
ers in in-service training courses and more efficient administra- 
tion due to the addition of needed personnel, 


DEPARTMENTALIZATION — Without doubt the major educaiion- 
al change occured in September when grades five and six were 
concentrated in the Orange Elementary School with special teach- 
ers of language, elementary mathematics, science and social stud- 
ies. It is fortunate that this change has been brought about ata 
time when there is national] emphasis upon curriculum, Through 
this organization I feel that we are going to provide the teaching 
in depth needed to effect the broader based knowledge described 
in the preface to this report. This will not only come from the sub- 
jects being taught but from the efforts being made toward the 
development of skills needed for more advanced study and re- 


search. 


SALARIES — Significant changes were made in the salary 
guide for teachers by raising the minimum for the Bachelor’s de- 


gree ‘to $5,000 'to conform to state law effective in September, 1965. 
Maximums were also raised by the same amount of $500. In addi- 
tion to the $200 annual increments a $300 increase was voted 
payable in part in September, 1965 and September, 1966. Other 
benefits provided for an extension of sick leave to cover critical 
iliness in the immediate family, an additional day for death in the 
immediate family, a day for personal leave subject to certain 
restrictions and the salary differential for teachers with graduate 
degrees which was raised to $300. The hours of work and debate by 
the school committee to reach these decisions was given unanimo- 
us approval by the teachers and will keep Orange close to the 
median or middle range of salaries for communities in Massa- 
chusetts of like population. 


PERSONNEL CHANGES — The position of part-time secretary 
in the office of Orange Elementary School Principal Robert Gaudet 
was filled with the selection of Mrs. Gertrude Anderson who is 
carrying on these cuties in addition to her former post as cafeteria 
accountant. 


Mrs. Louise Egan, R.N. became the system’s first ful] - time 
school nurse in September. She has been of great persona] assis- 
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tance to me in maintaining our fine program of Specia! Education, 
planning system wide surveys in speech deficiencies and dental 
health and will also survey and guide health education programs 
in ithe future in addition to countless other duties specified for 
this position. 


lMirs. Eleanor Coughiin became the new ce opie of the cafe- 
teria with the opening of school in September succeeding Mrs. 
Dora Murchie who retired after several years of PASNORES service 
in the schools. To implement the staff Mrs. Winifred Harty was 
engaged to prepare baked goods during the afternoon hours as 
needed. :

PERSONNEL — From tthe teaching staff the retirements of 
Mrs. Gladys Brown and Mrs. Alice Robbins were regretfully re- 
ceived as well as the resignations of Mrs. Mary Burdick and Mrs. 
Judith Martinoli. New teachers hired were Mrs. Marjorie Lucier 
grade 2; Mrs. Carol McNaughton, grade 2; Miss Florence Tuttle, 
grade 1 and Mrs. Dorothy Worster, grade 4. Mrs. Nora Cegie] was 
transferred from her teaching position at Dexter Park School to 
principal and teacher at Gale Brooks School, Mrs. Elizabeth Hough 
from Gale Brooks School to Dexter Park School, Mr. Robert O’Brien 
from Gale Brooks Schoo] to the elementary mathematics position 
at the Orange sinine ie School. 


INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC -—- A complex problem involving a 
cullback in released time from class for instrumental music lessons 


by limiting su oh i instruction te certain periods during the week 
when the student is not receiving class instruction and promoting 
the use of private instructors has been working out well to date. 
Hopefully this will permit us to maintain our traditionally fine 
elementary school band without penalty to the academic progress 
of the participants. 


NDEA -— Aid from the federal government under Title III of 
the National Defense Education Act was requested for the first 
time. Wiith a budget of $1,200 which was expended for allowable 
materials in science and mathematics, fifty percent has been re- 
turned to the town for expenditures under the direction of the 
school committee. Equipment added to the schools for instruction- 
al purposes included 2 overhead projectors and 21 transparencies 
for projection, 3500 watt filmstrip projectors, 12 magnetic boards 
for grades one and two, 2 microscopes, 72 science teaching film- 
strips and other materials. With the recent extension of this pro- 
gram into the fields of reading, social studies and testing we can 
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expect to strengthen our instructional materiais greatly in the 
future. We acknowledge with thanks the gift of one overhead 
projector to the Gale Brooks School by the Parent Teacher Council 
of that school and two overhead projectors by the Orange Parent- 
Teachers Association as well as money for caftteria equipment. 


COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES — Like most school systems sit- 
uated within a short distance from universities, we engage ann- 
ually with the University of Massachusetts in activities which 
have been found to be mutually profitable. Four student teachers 


were placed at the Dexter Park Schoo] during the spring semester. 
The cooperating teachers were Mrs. Nora Cegiel, Mrs. Barbara Ken- 
ney, Mrs. Mary Burrill and Mrs. Mary Crowl. The students came 
from Newton, Watertown, Peabody and Royalston. One graduate 
student in the department of psychology worked in the schools 
using data obtained by a previous project on creativity. In this 
case the effect of creativity on the memory of information was 
the subject of the survey. By making our facilities available we 
have the satisfaction of playing a smal] part in the never ending 
search for extending human knowledge in the field of education. 


The Orange Elementary Schools became, during the year, ene 
of 52 area communities in New Hampshire and Vercont as well as 
Massachusetts to join the newly formed Cooperattive Service Center 
with headquarters at ‘the School of Education at the University of 
Massachusetts. The benefits which will accrue ito us as a result 
are best stated in the objectives of the organizaition which are: 


Improvement of the quality of education 

Dissemination of information 

Pooling and sharing of ideas and practices 

Promotion of research in the schools 

Broadening of inservice training in the schools 
Identification of resource aids to better educational plan- 
ning 

Broadening the perspective for school committee-admin- 
istration effectiveness 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM — The rapid rise in the number 
of lunches served in our school lunch program has amounted to 
25% in the last four years. Using December as a typical month, 
the table below illustrates this point.

All food is prepared at the Dexter Park School and transport- 
ed ito Gale Brooks and Orange Elementary Schools. 


Recognizing the handicaps from the standpoint of lack of 
space and equipment, funds were voted at the 1964 annual town 
meeting for a preliminary plan, including cost estimates, for a 
kitchen at Orange Elementary School. The first plan submitted, 
calling for a central kitchen to serve al] schools, resulted in a 
cost considered excessively high. A revised plan, to serve this 
school only, reduced the figure by $32,000 to approximately $54,- 
000. During the study it was found nearly impossible to enlarge 
the Dexter Park kitchen to serve as a centra] kitchen. 


Since we are working with several old household refrigerators 
and milk coolers, limited oven capacity and storage space, poor 
food preparation area, no freezing unit and no equipment for 
keeping food 'warm while it is being served as well as total 
lack of kitchen equipment commonly found in school kitchens 
serving even less than our number of lunches daily, I must de- 
scribe our needs in this area as extreme. 


For this reason I recommend that a further sum of money be 
raised for detailed plans and specifications with which bids can 
be solicited and an exact cost determined. If the entire project is 
deferred it is imperative that some of the equipment, for which 
the need is critical, be purchased. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES — Two meetings were held with the 
Orange Community Kindergarten teachers, our first grade teach- 
ers and your superintendent. They were most fruitful in develop- 
ing coordination among those involved. 


Four conferences were held in Orange and Greenfield with 
the staff of the Franklin County Men'tal Health Center. Attending 
was the teacher of the child involved, the principal, nurse and 
superintendent. From the information received we are better able 
to understand the problems encountered by the child and the 
type of management his classroom behavior requires,

Orange elementary teachers were well represented through 
their attendance at numerous professional meetings and courses 
during the year including the Templeton Elementary Science Fair, 
the First Annual] Conference of Elementary Science Educators at 
the University of Massachusetts, a Reading Workshop in Wilbra- 
ham and, with a full attendance, a 15 hour art workshop in 
Orange. 


We were very proud to have Orange selected as the first pub- 
lic school to host a meeting of the Special Class iteachers of Frank. 
lin County. We know that much was accomplished at this con- 
ference which an inspection of our facilities. 


OTHER REPORTS — I should like to refer you to the reports 
of the Principal of the Orange Elementary School, music super- 
visor, school physician, schoo] nurse and special class teacher 
for more details on the activities of the Orange Elementary Schools 
during 1964. 


CONCLUSION

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Report of the Principal of 
Orange Elementary and Cheney 
Schools 


TO: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


The main feature of the 1964 educaltional program at O.E.S. 
was the establishment of a departmentalized program in grades 
> and 6. After analyzing the different aspects of the program for 
several months and visiting schools using the program, it was 
decided to adopt the program as one suited to mee the needs of 
our 5th and 6th grades. 


Departmentalization basically is the teaching of knowledge 
according to subject matter divisions (or disciplines). In our de- 
partmental program, each teacher in her grade teaches al] the 
children of ‘that grade in her special field of knowledge and also 
teaches reading, spelling, music, and art to her home room class. 


We are departmentalized according to curriculum, but not ac- 
cording to classrooms. This means that each class moves as a 
whole from teacher to teacher for 4 periods instead of regrouping 
after each period to form new classes. 


Although the pupils go from teacher to teacher, they don’t 
spend the entire day doing this. In fact a little more than half 
the day is spent in homeroom with the same teacher. 


The departmental program at O.E.S. has a certain degree of 
flexibility in some areas which are not practical in the self-con- 
tained classroom. For example, after the lst term report card, we 
made 25 pupil changes in grades 5 and 6. Pupils were changed 
from a low class to a higher class or vice versa. In some cases, 
pupils who were fairly good in arithmetic but weak in reading 
have been allowed to join a class for reading and a different class 
grouping for arithmetic. 


The program has been helpful] also to special class students 
whereby some of them join the regular 5th and 6th grade classes 
in subjects they can benefit from. 
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Several enrichment programs have been in'troduced as a part 
of our departmental system. These are: 


1. 


2. 


Organizing and Reporting Skilis — an intensive program 
in composition, writing, notetaking, and outlining. 


Graph and Picture Study Skills — a concentrated learning 
program of the interpretation of visual aids. 


Map and Globe Skills — a study in depth leading to an 
understanding of scales and directions, identification of 
physical and cultural symbols, and visualization of land 
forms and map analyses. 


Individualized Reading — this program introduces pupils 
to read more mature books, stimulates writing, and serves 
as a basis for discussion of author, style, organization, and 
purpose. 


A Remedial Reading Program — this program enables the 
teacher to detect, diagnose, and treat individually the 
grealt majority of reading difficulties. 


I feel that ithe students have taken to this program with en- 
thusiam. The teachers seem to be quite at home with it and have 
been quite capable of handling the challenge. We have been 
successful in initiating and sustaining the program mainly 
through the cooperation of our teachers.

Fifteen pupils made up the class this year including Orange 
children and tuition students from the Erving School Union. In 
June two pupils were moved into the Special Class at the Mahar 
Regional School and four were promoted to the seventh grade 
there. Two pupils were placed at the fifth and sixth grade level 
at the Orange Elementary School. 


Our new books for the year consisted of a supplementary 
Social Studies series, dictionary workbooks and a new series of 
English workbooks. Several new bulletin boards were put up and 
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we received a set of stainless steel silverware. It is hoped that 
each year the replacement of some of the old equipment can be 
carried out. 


The usual program was followed with students helping in the 
cafeteria as well as doing the ditto work on the second floor. 


We took part in the Library Essay Contest. Richard Parker 
was the winner. The class gave a book to the library in honor of 
its anniversary.

Report of the School Physician 


To Walter J. Fields Superintendent of Schools 
Dear Sir, 

During the year 1964 general physical examinations were giv- 
en to all pupils of the 1st, 3rd, and 5th grades and the ungraded 
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class. In general the health of the pupils examined was excellent 
with fewer defects found than in the past several years. A signifi- 
cant improvement in the dental health of all classes was noted. 


Toxoid clinics for immunization against Tetanus, Diphtheria 
and Whooping Cough and a Sabin Oral Vaccine for protection 
against Polio was administered in evening clinics by the Board 
of Health program. This practice seems to be superior to the ad- 
ministration of these vaccines as part of the school program. 


In the coming school year it is planned to conduct tests for 
color blindness on all pupils and to continue this on al] first grade 
pupils after the first year if findings warrant continuance. 


A number of children under sixteen years of age wefe ex- 
amined during the year for work certificates and this is done with- 
out charge from the School Physician if requested within a rea- 
sonable time before the certificate is to be obtained.

ORANGE ELEMENTARY /SSCHOOLS 
NURSES’ REPORT 


To Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools: 


In keeping with the trend of the majority of present day com- 
munity school systems, the elementtary schoo] system now has the 
services of a school nurse on a full time basis. 


The work of the school nurse can be divided into two general 
categories, preventive health measures and_ corrective health 
measures; preventive health measures include such ‘things as the 
yearly examinations, physical as well as eye and ear, immuniza- 
tion clinics and attendance at various conferences held with school 
and public health representatives, and the dissemination of print- 
ed material on matters pertaining to health. The corrective health 
program includes such matters as ithe follow up work of the nurse 
on cases where defects are found to exist. Under the present sys- 
tem more time can be allotted for better and more complete fol- 
low up of teacher referrals regarding health matters such as 
speech, hearing, eye, and other problems. 


Surveys of several kinds will be undertaken during the school 
year, speech evaluation, dental, and food in relation to dental 
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decay will be initiated. with the cooperation of the department 
of public health, school committee and Superintendent. 


Educational materia] available from health agencies can be 
utilized to the fullest, projects, films and printed material will be 
used for improved health. 


Complete and adequate records must be maintained by the 
school nurse. A proper record system isn’t only desirable but a 


requisite. 


Conferences with the school officials, and teachers from time 
to time, allows those most concerned with the school health pro- 
gram to gain a knowledge of those principles which are conduc- 
tive to a successful program.

At a meeting of the Regional School Committee held January 
19th 1965 it was voted to accept the report of the Superintendent 
and adopt it as the Report of the Regional School Committee. 

To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional Schoo] Committee 
and voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional Schoo] District: 
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Report of the Superimtendent 


I herewith submit my Annual Report as your Superintendent: 


The Mahar Regional School Committee held twelve regular 
meetings and four special meetings during 1964. — Many hours 
were devoted to a review of policy matters, fiscal and budget de- 
cisions, and a continuous study of the educational program. It is 
pleasing for me to report the strong interest shown by the Com- 
mittee in all phases of the curricular and co-curricular program 
and ways to improve the quality of instruction at Mahar. 

Some of the most significant actions of the committee during 
the past year follow: 


(1) A revised salary schedule was adopted to go into effect 
in September of 1965. Incentive is provided in the schedule for 
teachers to continue professional improvement by increasing the 
number of steps in the advanced degree categories. The sick leave 
period was increased from 45 days to 60 days. One half of the in- 
creased costs of the Blue Shield-Blue Cross plan were absorbed by 
the District. A copy of the new salary schedule is included in the 
District Report. 


(2) Two additional teachers were added in 1964 and one ad- 
ditional teacher is planned in 1965. The increase in the enrollment 
in foreign languages and science made the moves imperative in 
those areas. An additional teacher in English allowed for a re- 
duction of class loads there. Even with these changes, teacher 
load remains high. An extension of the foreign language offerings 
to include another modern foreign language, and more time to be 
allotted to curriculum coordinators for supervision are problems 
to be considered in 1965. 


(3) The Mahar tuition rate for 1965 remained at $550.00. The 
agreements with the tuition towns were continued. Sixty eight tui- 
tion pupils were enrolled as of October 1. 


(4) The problem of increasing enrollment, crowded facilities 
with a resulting loss in flexibility and space to develop new school 
programs confront the school administration and District. It is 
not certain at the present if enough room will be available at New 
Salem and Greenfield for those students wishing to enter vocation- 
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al education. Records indicate that thirty to forty »pupils each year 
enroll in area vocational programs and the interest ar.1 need for 
vocational training is increasing. If these pupils are to remain at 
Mahar, projected enrollment figures will have to be revised and 
the need to institute additional practical and general courses will 
become a necessity. 


(5) The repair, maintenance and replacement programs for 
buildngs, grounds and equipment have been continued. An addi- 
tional heater in the metal shop was installed and a new ventila- 
tion system in the cafeteria has increased air circulation and al- 
lowed for the proper venting of the gas oven installed last year. 
Twenty five hundred dollars was spent in painting the corridors, 
music room and locker room area. A similar amount will be used 
to paint a classroom wing in 1965, the first time classrooms have 
been redecorated since 1957. Bleachers were repaired and athletic 
fields fertilized. Additional work to improve the baseball field is 
planned for the coming year. As usual, a complete annual check 
and service of all equipment is carried out by the custodial de- 
partment. 


(6) Equipment purchases amounting to $6445 were made in 
1964. Purchases were divided equally between the educational and 
building accounts. Thirty additional desks and chairs to furnish 
one classroom was the largest item in this account. 


(7) The Committee devoted six meetings to formulate the 
1965 budgets. Again as in 1963, town officials were invited to at- 
tend and participate in all budget sessions. This procedure has 
worked out for the benefit of all concerned. The major increase 
in the budget is in Instruction where the minimum salary increase 
is shown. The Gross Budget totaled $751,648, up from $724,935 in 
1964. Total estimated income including a $10,000 transfer from 
Surplus Revenue totaled $191,703. The final 'Net Budget voted by 
the (Committee and apportioned by formula to the member towns 
was $559,945, an increase of $31,963 from 1964. 


(8) The report this year has been extended to include, in 
addition to the salary schedule, a personnel listing of the faculty 
and staff, the latest auditor’s reports and a chart showing the 
debt and interest schedule. 


(9) I can again report that the school] facilities are being 
widely used by the community. In adult education, over five hun- 
dred persons have benefited by the comprehensive program being 
offered. 
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Quality education for all pupils is a challenge to be met by 
the school, the parents and the citizens of this District. This year, 
throughout Massachusetts, much discussion concerning curriculum 
need, building requirements and teacher qualifications will center 
around the Special Education Study recently completed by the 
State. The financial responsibility to meet education costs will be 
foremost in the minds of everyone. I believe it is imperative for 
school and community officials to work together during the com- 
ing year to promote improved education in the District. Schools 
are our investment in the future of our children. 

The second half of this report has been compiled by the 
Principal with the assistance of his staff and emphasizes signifi- 
cent work done during the past year in the curricular and co-cur- 
ricular areas. I wish to commend the administration for the steps 
made this year in improving the efficiency of the administrative 
set-up and the teaching staff for its work in teaching and curri- 
culum revisions. 


A. CURRICULUM 


1. ENGLISH 

The English program is designed to develop knowledge and 
skill in all areas of English study - reading, writing, spelling, vo- 
cabulary, grammar and literature. 

With the beginning of school in September, 1964, a new unit 
in creative writing was added for the top sections in Grade 12. 
After three months, the evaluation appears to be highly satisfac- 
tory. 

Two other units introduced the previous year, one in Business 
English for Grades 10, 11, and 12, the other in World Literature for 
Grade 12 enrichment have now been judged as satisfactory and 
are being continued. 

It should be noted that the entire English program from 
Grade 7 through Grade 12 is carefully integrated, and that a great 
deal of attention is given to proper ability grouping. 


2. READING 
The special Reading Curriculum is both remedial and devel- 


opmental in nature. All students in ability group sections 4 
through 7 receive instruction three times per week. This program 
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now includes the new phonovisua] method as a supplementary 
approach. 

In Grades 9 through 11 the program is entirely developmental 
and stresses comprehension and speed. It is designed for able 
students who need to reinforce their reading skills and is sche- 
uled twice per week for one semester. 

3. SCIENCE 

In view of the fact that so much emphasis is being placed on 
Science, knowledge of the many new approaches is extremely im- 
portant. 

In the field of Biology, the Biological Sciences Curriculum 
Study (BSCS) approach has been adopted for the College Biology 
in Grade 11. Of the three versions included in the BSCS Study, 
the Blue Version was selected as the most applicable. The Blue 
Version course is entitled Molecules to Man with the emphasis on 
the molecular level of biology. This course has two basic assump- 
tions namely: 

1. A laboratory program is an integral part of a Biological 
education. Emphasis must be on investigation rather than illus- 
tration. 

2. Biology is an interaction of facts and ideas. It is ideas that 
give meaning to facts. 

An important curriculum change in the future will be the in- 
troduction of a course in Earth Science to the top sections of Grade 
8. 


4. MATHEMATICS 

An evaluation of the entire Mathematics program is in pro- 
gress and will be completed in January 1965. As is true of Science, 
knowledge of the many new approaches to the teaching of Math- 
ematics is extremely important. The place of modern math and 
the extent to which it is offered wil] have been carefully reviewed 
and the curriculum adjusted accordingly. 

A course in Applied Algebra was introduced at the beginning 
of school for Grade 10, Patterns I and II. This will be followed in 
1965 by Applied Geometry for Grade 11. 


5. SOCIAL STUDIES 
The Social Studies Department is presenting a more mean- 
ingful curriculum with a new conceptual approach to teaching. 
Instead of teaching isolated facts the emphasis is on concepts, 
ideas and trends which make the materials studied more interest- 
ing and the facts more significant. 
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Additional emphasis is being placed on the study of current 
events. The Greenfield Recorder Gazette is now providing the 
school with the V. E. C. filmstrip series based on current events 
and other materials of civic importance. In addition, the 
current events publication World News Map of the Week is used. 


In order to provide a better understanding of the Cold War, 
a study of comparative political and economic ideologies was in- 
stituted this year. 


The department is continually adding to the list of source 
materials and reference books in order to provide an opportunity 
for study in depth beyond the textbook, and to develop an inter- 
est in, and a desire to acquire more knowledge of the historical 
process. 


6. FOREIGN LANGUAGE 

The area of ‘French has been subject to considerable reorgan- 
ization this year. At the beginning of school in September 1964, a 
formal, audio-lingual approach to the study of French was intro- 
duced in Grade 7. The audio-lingual approach includes the study 
of grammar, but does not make grammar the basic foundation for 
learning the language. The emphasis in this system is on speak- 
ing and understanding the spoken word, without reducing the 
importance of reading and translation. The Ecouter et Parler pro- 
gram, a modern audio-lingual text has been adopted for Grades 
7 and 8, requiring two years to complete this first level. Parler et 
Lire, the second level in the series will be introduced in 1966 when 
the students currently in Grade 7 reach this point. The series will 
continue beyond ‘Grade 9 with the continuous employment of the 
audio-lingual method for those students who have the necessary 
Pre-requisites. 


In addition, a fourth year of more traditional French has been 
started for those students in Grade 12 who desire it and have the 
talent for it. 


7. BUSINESS DEPARTMENT 
In the area of Business Education a considerable amount of 
essential up-to-date equipment in the typing and office practice 
laboratories has been added. This equipment consists primarily of 


typewriters. 


I. B. M. Key Punch Simulators and accompanying typing ele- 
ments have also been acquired for use on I. B. M. Selectrics. Sev- 
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eral sets of timed dictation records have been purchased and are 
available for class and home use by those students enrolled in 
shorthand classes. 


In Shorthand I, the new textbook, Gregg Shorthand, Diamond 
Jubilee Series, is now being used. In this text, the order of pre- 
sentation of principles has been organized to introduce as early 
as possible the most frequently used alphabetic characters, brief 
forms, and word building guides. 


The Secretarial Office Practice class is now uSing a new study 
set entitled Automation Office Practice. This set is organized to 
develop an understanding of the background transactions for aut- 
omated equipment and to provide some acquaintance with many 
of the various types of data processing procedures, forms and 
machines. In addition, a limited amount of key punch practice is 
included in the course. 


Students in Grades 11 and 12 participated in the Administra- 
tive Management Society (formerly NOMA) spelling and aritmetic 
programs. A student in Grade 11 qualified for the AMB Spelling 
Proficiency Certificate by spelling two hundred words correctly, 
and two students in Grade 12 qualified for a Spelling Certificate 
by spelling one hundred words correctly. Three students in Grade 
12 qualified for the Arithmatic Certificate by completing correctly 
the prescribed problems. 


Each girl in the Secretarial Office Practice course, who was 
not otherwise employed, had an opportunity to work for several 
weeks on a part time basis in the office of the Rodney Hunt Ma- 
chine Company. 


A course entitled General Business was introduced in Septem- 
ber, designed for students in Grade 9, Sections 6 and 7 in order to 
provide a broader understanding of some of the basic business 
practices and procedures employed in the home. 


In the area of Bookkeeping, no major changes were effected. 
However, in the closely related subject, Record Keeping, the study 
of both State and Federal Income Tax forms was introducd. 


8. HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 
The course of study for Home Economics is being carefully 
revised, in an effort to better provide for the needs of the students 
in managing a home, employing good procedures of organization 
and in understanding the tremendous importance of the family 
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as a basic unit of society. 


Some sections are being combined with others, such as textiles 
and laundry with clothing, and management with all subject 
where applicable. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS (Woodwork, Metalwork, and Drafting) 
WOODWORK 

Efforts are being made constantly to broaden the woodwork- 
ing program. This year the one major change was the addition of 
a complete Structures Unit in woodworking. In this course, the 
student designs, draws, lays out and constructs to scale the home 
of his choice. This unit of study provides greater realization of the 
importance of good home construction as it relates to cost and 
utility. 


METAL WORK 

The area of metal work is organized around four basic orien- 
tation processes: Work orientation; Vocational orientation; Recrea- 
tion orientation; and Consumer orientation. Work orientation 
stresses the development of good work habits and the efficient use 
of time. Vocational orientation provides more knowledge of the 
jobs associated with the meta] industry. Recreation orientation 
emphasizes the possibility of developing pleasurable, constructive 
hobbies in the area of metal work. Consumer orientation acquaints 
students with various methods of manufacturing which formulates 
a sense of judgement on the quality of metal goods. 


The introduction of metal work comes in Grade 7 and involves 
primarily werk with sheet metal. Background development contin- 
ues in Grade 8 with instruction in the use of band iron tools, and 
a few of the common power tools. 


Metal I in Grade 9 is an introduction of machine foundry work 
and elementary welding. Metals II and III are organized into an 
advanced program in machining, welding, and some metallurgy. 


DRAFTING 

In the field of Drafting, some reorganization has occurred. in 
Drafting I, no major changes were made but the acquisition of a 
white printer now makes it possible for students to trace and 
duplicate some of their required drawings. 


The Drafting II program formerly a review and expansion of 
the program in Drafting I, was changed to include a Unit in Ma- 
chine Detail. This study makes it possible for the student to gain 
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experience in an additional area of drafting, while applying those 
principles already learned. 


The Drafting Ili program previously containing a unit in 
Structures has been changed to a Unit of Architectural] Drafting 
which provides greater accomplishment as well as greater intesest 
in the area of Drafting. 


10. PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Every student is required to participate in Physical Education 
two periods each week. The purpose of the program is to provide 
training and experience in several learning situations which are 
physically wholesome, mentally stimulating and socially sound. 
Benefit is derived from improving the body, from an understand- 
ing of good habits of physical care and cleanliness, from the val- 
uable experience of playing as a member of a team and from the 
personal satisfaction of winning as well as the equally important 
experience of losing. 


Both girls and boys are instructed in the fundamentals of the 
more popular athletic sports, related gymnastic and physical ac- 
tivities and other activities such as games and dancing, which 
have a definite carry-over value. 


Physical fitness tests were given to determine the physical 
strength and condition of each student, and progress tests were 
given at intervals to show the degree of development or profici- 
ency. 


In May, a gymnastic demonstration assembly was presented 
jointly by the girls and boys Physical Education Departments. 
This was very indicative of the fine accomplishments resulting 
from the program and hopefully stimulated additional interest in 
this area. 


Items of new equipment required were even and uneven par- 
alle! bars for better gymnastics, and new mats to provide more 
safety in gym activities. 


11. MUSIC 
It is the aim of the Music Department to have every student 
participate in some way in our Music Program. It is desirable for 
each girl and boy to have a rich musica] experience with empha- 
sis on the carry-over values of Music through appreciation and 
performance. 
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The Music Program consists of the following: 


Senior Band Chorus Class

Orchestra Music Theory (structure, form, 
Senior Glee Club composition and analysis) 


During the year the Junior and Senior Bands and the Glee 
Club were extremely active.

12. LIBRARY 


The schoo] library is being developed constantly as the center 
of the academic program. One of the important goals of the Li- 
brary program is to make it possible and necessary for every 
student to make a daily visit to the library in connection with 
homework, supplementary assignments, research papers and read- 
ing for pleasure. 


It is hoped that gradually the Library will function more as 
an instructional materials center. Operating in this manner, all 
library and audio visual services would be combined and care- 
fully coordinated. Teachers as well as students would increase 
their use of the library, which would result in a vastly improved 
academic program. 


It should be noted that a fine degree of cooperation exists 
between Orange Public Library and the Mahar Schoo] Library. 
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The same is true of the relationship with Erving Public Library. 


13. GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Guidance Department continued to provide educational, 
vocational, personal and social guidance and counseling for all 
students in Grades 7-12 during the 1963-64 school year. 


Counseling, testing and informational aspects of the guidance 
program were provided for all students. Furthermore, all young- 
sters in Grades 7-11 were programmed and placed in appropriate 
groupings or subjects. 


Particularly noteworthy is the fact that in a class of 107 sen- 
iors, all 71 individuals desiring post-secondary placements had 
been accepted in programs of their choice prior to graduation. 


Once again the drop-out rate at the Ralph C. Mahar Regional 
School has remained well below the national, state and local 
average, as only 2.8% of the student body withdrew to terminate 
their formal education in the 1963 - 1964 school year.

In addition, the Guidance Department arranged a number of 
special programs including an Armed Forces Career Day for Sen- 
iors, P. 8. A. T. Night for college bound youngsters and their par- 
ents, and a host of speakers on various subjects for the student 
body generally. 


Great amounts of time and effort were also spent by the coun- 
selors in conferring with parents providing scholarship assistance 
and aiding in job replacements. 


14. ART 
It has been the goal of the Art Department to present within 
an atmosphere of open expression the possibilities of the growth 
of skills and the opening of new horizons in the field of Art. 


Numerous supplementary aids and devices have been employ- 
ed featuring art slides, art books, and use of the overhead projec- 
tor for instruction in basic drawing. The emphasis in art instruc- 
tion is drawing. However, the perfected use of varieties of line and 
the use of shading and color received considerable attention. In 
addition, students became proficient in the manipulation of ma- 
terials such as paper sculpture, Plasterine, pottery clay, and paper 
mache. 


The new elective status in Art in Grade 8 has been beneficial 
to the entire Art program. More time is now available for senior 
high school classes and a broader program has been organized. 


Students at both the junior and senior levels have participated 
with credit in Kiwanis sponsored Christmas window displays in 
several local stores. Several senior high students painted a mural 
(6’ x 15’) in oils directly on the wall of the Teachers’ Room. An- 
other group of students painted two murals of Christmas scenes 
(4’ x 8’) which adorned the walis of the main lobby and which 
contributed a great deal to the festive atmosphere of the season. 
A third group of students decorated the main lobby display case 
with an appropriate scene of the season. 


15. DRIVER EDUCATION 
The Driver Education program is designed and intended for 
the students in Grade 11. The Massachusetts Registry of Motor 
Vehicles requires thirty hours of classroom instruction, which is 
provided by the school. The “behind the wheel phase” of the pro- 
gram is provided by the Athol Driving School at a cost of thirty 
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dollars ($30.00) per student. In accordance with Registry require- 
ments, a student must have six hours of actual driving, and six 
hours of observation. Seventy eight students are taking the course 
at the present time. 

CO—AND EXTRA — CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


The program of Co-and Extra Curricular Activities is very 
broad. It is designed to provide activities of many types, so that 
each student should find one or more which are appealing and 
Satisfying. Activities, needless to say, are pleasurable, but may al- 
So contribute greatly to the motivation factor, and thus act as the 
force that makes school acceptable. 


1. The Co-Curricular Program includes the following: 

a) The Club Activities — to develop student interests, not 
necessarily related to the academic program, which can provide, 
in part, more incentive to work harder for an education. This 
year there are thirty-eight different club aciivities. At least one of 
these should be of interest to every student. 

b) Assembly Programs — organized so that the Junior High 
and Senior High each has its own series of assemblies. The as- 
semblies are constructive as well as entertaining, and feature 
music, travel, nature, and wild life, science and authors. 

c) Social Calendar — to make available for girls and boys 
a series of dances and related activities in order to promote an 
understanding of the basic requirements of social etiquette. It 
would certainly appear that the school must continue to be the 
last vestige of good formal and semiformal ettiquette. The teach- 
ing of good manners, proper dress and correct conduct are all re- 
sponsibilities of the school. Approximately twenty different activ- 
ities are held during the year and include, in addition to dances, 
dramatic and musical presentations. 

d) ‘Student Council — the elected student government body, 
which has the responsibility for the direction of student affairs, 
subject to the necessary guidance from the administration and 
commensurate with the amount of responsibility which the stu- 
dents involved can properly assume. Experience in serving on the 
Student Council is the same as any other learning experience in 
the school in as much as it is teacher directed. The greatest ac- 
complishment in Student Council development is an understand- 
ing on the part of all members that the success of the student ac- 
tivities depends fundamentally upon the degree to which the 
Council as a group can influence the student body to consistently 
do the right thing both in and out of school. 
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2. The Extra - Curricular Program. The interscholastic athle- 
tic program is the most important area in this program. 
The following activities are included: 
a) Varsity, Boys 
Baseball, Basketball, Football, Soccer 
b) Junior Varsity, Boys (primarily Grade 10) 
Baseball, Basketball 
c) ‘Freshman, Boys (Grade 9) 
Baseball, Basketball, Football 
d) Junior High, Boys (Grades 7 & 8) 
Baseball, Basketball, Football 
e) Varsity, Girls 
Basketball, Field Hockey, Softball 
f) Junior Varsity, Girls (primarily Grade 10) 
Basketball

who have assisted so diligently throughout the year.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT FOR 11964 


During the year 1964 general physical examinations were giv- 
en to all students in the 7th and 8th grades and to all other stu- 
dents before participation in any of the sports in which interschool 
contests are involved. These include baseball, track, football, soc- 
cer and basketball for the boys in Junior High, Freshman and 
Senior High competition and field hockey, basketball and softball 
for the girls. 


It was attempted to get all of the so-called “Fall” sports taken 
care of before the start of school in September and almost one half 
of them were done during the last of August. In the coming year 
it will again be attempted to examine all pupils who intend to 
participate in football, soccer and field hockey in all grades in- 
cluding the newly entering 7th grade class before the start of 
school in September. Further notice of the dates and times of these 
examinations will be scheduled for all other students in the 7th 
and 10th grades as early in the Fall term as possible. 


Immunizations were conducted for all students desiring them 
by the local boards of health in the towns involved but a few 
from outlying towns were immunized at a small clinic held at 
the school. In the future it is recommended that these be done 
through the board of ‘health clinics in each town. Immunization 
against diphtheria and tetanus were provided for all teachers and 
other school personnel who requested it at the time of the board 
of health clinics.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District for the 
period from October 1, 1962, the date of the previous examination, 
to March 31, 1964, and submit the following report thereon: 


The ledger accounts as kept in the superintendeni’s office 
were analyzed for the period of the audit, and a balance sheet 
showing the financial condition of the district on March 31, 1964 
Was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the district treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the sources from which money was paid into 
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the treasury, the payments were proved with the warrants ap- 
proved by the regional district school committee, and the receipts 
and payments were compared with the ledger accounts. The cash 
balance on March 31, 1964 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements received from the banks of de- 
posit. 


The records pertaining to funded debt and temporary loans 
were examined and checked. The loans issued were compared with 
the treasurer’s recorded receipts, while the payments on account 
of maturing debt, temporary loans and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The outstanding bonds and coup- 
ons on March 31, 1964 were listed and compared with the balance 
in the bond and coupon account as shown by a statement received 
from the depository. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
state taxes, county and teachers’ retirement systems, and group 
insurance were examined. The deductions were listed from the 
payrolls, the payments to the proper agencies were verified, and 
the balances in the district treasury were proved with the ledger 
controls. 


The surety bond of the district treasurer for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties was examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The minutes of the regional] district school committee were 
examined. The appropriations voted by the committee were 
checked with the ledger accounts, and the assessments against 
the member towns were checked with the articles of agreement. 


The records pertaining to the lunch program, athletic and 
music and band activities, and miscellaneous receipts were ex- 
amined and checked. The payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, and the cash on hand, including the petty cash advance, 
was verified by actual count of the cash in the offices. 


Appended to this report in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash and sum- 
maries of the departmenta] transactions and of the assessments 
levied against the member towns. 


For the cooperation received from the several district officials 
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while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Granting of Service Increments 


Increments shall become effective upon the ist of Septem- 
ber. They are not automatic but will be voted by the committee 
on an individual basis. They are granted only where there has 
been continuation of a high standard of teaching and demonstra- 
ted improvement in efficiency. ‘The Regionai School Committee re- 
serves the right to withhold increments from a teacher doing work 
that is unsatisiactory. 

The increments are dependent upon continued satisfactory 
see and upon the following conditions: 

a. The completion of 3 semester hours of work every 3 years, 
such work to have the prior or subsequent approval of the 
policies commitiee. Travel experience, the ‘iiinerary first 
ibeing approved or evidence of preiessiona] growth through 
any other acceptabie media may be substituted for formal 
study. 

A larger increment may be recoramended by the Superinten- 
dent of Schools and approved by the School Coe for the 
teachers rendering supericr or outstanding meritorious service. 
The maximum may be exceeded up to $1000 by the same pro- 
cedure or as a result of a request for an evaluation by any in- 
dividual teacher. 
Administrators: Principals, special teachers, department heads, 

and supervisors shall be paid at higher rate, but on a 
scale cormpatible with this schedule. 

Yearly review: This schedule shall be reviewed annually by a 
policies committee of 3 classroom teachers, 3 regional 
school committeemen, and the Superintendent of the Re- 
gional School, and adjusted to make certain that the Dis- 
trict maintains a favorable position in the personne! mar- 
Ket. 

Sick Leave: A teacher shall have 10 days sick leave per year 
at full pay. An unused portion shal] accumulate to a total 
of 60 days. Sick leave shall be used for the following rea- 
sons: 

a. Illness of the teacher (The Committee reserving the right 
to require satisfactory proof of the medical necessity.)

b. (Critical illness in the immediate family consisting of moth-' 


er, father, wife, husband, son, daughter, brother, sister, 
foster parents, grandparents, mother-in-law, father-in-law, 
and foster parents-in-law. 

c. Death other than in the immediate family. 

d. A teacher absent for reasons other than specified may for- 
feit a day’s pay or may have a day deducted from regular 
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sick leave and have deducted from his salary the accepted 
substitute’s rate of pay. 


e. The Committee reserves the right to insist that teachers 
must take time off with sick leave pay under certain con- 
ditions. 


f. For death in the immediate family, not over four (4) days 
immediately following the death may be granted. These 
days are not to be Geducted from sick leave. 


g. ‘Time absent from school for Rosh Hashonna and Yom XKip- 
pur taken by those of the Jewish faith may be deducted 
irom sick leave with no loss of pay. 


INSURANCE: As provided under section (32B) of the General 
Laws, one half of the cost of a plan of insurance will be paid by 
the Regional School as follows: 

a. Life insurance: $2000 renewable term insurance. 
. Accidental Death and Dismemberment Insurance $2000, 
e. Biue Cross.

EATRA CURRICULAR WORK: Every teacher, in accepting a 
position, implicitly agrees to assume reasonable extra-class and 
supervisory duties and responsibilities such as will facilitate the 
educational development of the pupils and promote good order in 
the school. Extra-class activities growing out of a teacher’s work 
or closely related to it, even though conducted outside school 
10urs are held in this category as are supervisory duties at lunch, 
school dances, eic. In order that the importance of the above may 
be thoroughly understood the last $300 of each teacher’s salary 
shall be considered compensation for the satisfactory performanc- 
es of these duties and any or all of this sum may be withheld by 
the School Committee if the recommendation of the Superinten- 
dent indicates the advisability of such action. 


Some duties are of such a nature as to require extraordinary 
expenditures of time and energy even though they require no 
special training. Compensation may be made for such additional 
work. Other added duties require not only extraordinary time and 
energy but special training and responsibility also. These may 
carry higher compensations than those in the first category. The 
Principal shall be charged with the express duty of making as 
equitable a distribution of this type of work as is feasible. 
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THE CONTRACT YEAR shall be assumed to run between the 
dates of September 1 and June 30. Payments shall be made in 26 
installments spread over the 12 month period. All teachers called 
before September i shall be compensated on a pro-rata basis. 

CREDIT FOR GRADUATE STUDY: After matriculation and 
while working on a graduate degree program, which has been 
approved by the Policies Committee, a teacher may receive a 
$35.00 increment for each 6 hours of approved graduate credit 
completed up to $245. After receiving a master’s degree and while 
working on a graduate credit program, which has been approved 
by the Policies Committee, a teacher may receive a $35 increment, 
for each 6 hours of approved graduate credit completed, up to 
$245. None of the above increments are permissable unless the 
courses are approved by the Policies Committee. Credit hours earn- 
ed during the year must be reported to the Superintendent with 
substantiating certificates or transcripts by October 15 each year 
and salary adjustments may become effective the following Jan- 
uary 1. 


EXPERIENCE CREDIT: Upon the recommendation of the 
Superintendent of Schools, teachers at present employed in the 
schools of the region may be given full credit up to 10 years for 
teaching experience or any other experience acceptable to the 
State Department of Education regulations. New teachers will be 
placed on schedule commensurate with present earnings. 


Adjustments to Revised Schedule 
1. The $500 across the board adjustment ($600 to those at$4500) 
provides for all teachers to remain at their proper step on 
the revised salary schedule). 


2. The across the board raises are given in lieu of an incre- 
ment for the School Year 1965-1966. The granting of this ad- 
justment to each teacher is contingent on the same re- 
quirements as that pertaining to the approval of yearly in- 
crements. 


Salary Protection Clause 


1. The salary provided teachers protected by this salary sched- 
ule is deemed by school committee and teachers to be fully 
earned at the close of schools in June of any given year,

withheld to date of termination shall be payable to the
